MISSION CRITIQUES 

1. PUR POSE s To establish the requirement and procedure for 
conducting mission critiques. The purpose of these cri- 
tiques will be to review with the pilot his flight line 
1 accuracy and equipment operation. 

| 2. SCOPE : This SOP is applicable for all high altitude op- 
1 eratTonal and training missions flown by Operational Pilots. 


3- RESPONS I BILIT Y : It will be the responsibility of the Di- 
rector of Operations to insure that Tracker /Gamer a imagery 
and equipment operation evaluations are accomplished and 
that mission critique periods are scheduled and conducted 
on a timely basis. 


4. PROCEDURES: 
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The Intelligence Officer will monitor the accumulation 
of completed mission material and will inform the Di- 
rector of Operations when a mission is ready for critique. 

Training mission critiques will be scheduled once a 
month on the published ground training schedule. Op- 
erational missions will be critiqued as soon as tracker 
read-out and equipment operation data Is received or 
within two (2) days of the completed operational mission. 

Minimum attendance at each Training Mission Critique 
will be: 


(1) Director of Operations or his Deputy.
